To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars  ($  1 ,000)  to  be  added  to  the  expendable  general  trust  fund 
known  as  the  Records  Preservation  Fund  (Expendable  Trust).  The 
Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation.  (Majority  vote  required) 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  dollars  ($500)  to  be  added  to  the  expendable  general  trust  fund 
known  as  the  Scholastic  Recognition  Award  Fund.  The  Selectmen 
recommend  this  appropriation.  (Majority  vote  required) 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  repeal  the  Tovm  Health  Ordinance  passed 
in  1978,  which  Ordinance  has  been  largely  superseded  by  State 
Regulations.    (Majority  vote  required) 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  reclassify  from  Class  VI  to  Class  V, 
approximately  250  feet  of  the  easterly  end  of  Robmson  Road  from  the 
current  end  of  the  Class  V  portion  to  the  tree  line.  (Majority  vote 
required.) 

To  see  if  the  Tovm  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  twenty-two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($22,500)  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  the 
foundation  and  plaster  in  the  Town  House,  which  fimds  shall  only  be 
expended  if  a  grant  is  received  in  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars 
($  1 0,000)  or  more.  Any  grant  received  shall  be  used  to  reduce  the  Town's 
expenditure  of  the  appropriated  funds.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this 
appropriation.

(BY  PETITION)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($  1 00,000)  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  the  parcel  of  land  known  as  the  Moose  Mountain 
Ski  Area  (Map  30  Lot  2),  and  to  authorize  the  issuance  of  that  amount  in 
bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Finance 
Act  (RSA  33)  subject  to  the  conditions  herein.  Further,  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to 
determine  a  term  and  rate  of  interest  thereon  and  to  take  any  other  action 
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relative  thereto.  Further,  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  seek 
directly  or  through  the  Moose  Mountains  Regional  Greenways  grants  and 
donations  comprising  the  balance  of  the  purchase  price.  Further,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen's  authority  to  raise  and  appropriate  this  sum  of  up  to 
$  1 00,000  for  this  purpose  is  contingent  upon:  1 )  Securing  financing  for  the 
balance  of  the  purchase  price  at  no  additional  cost  to  the  Town;  2) 
Securing  satisfactory  arrangements  for  the  mitigation  of  any 
environmental  or  other  hazards  present  on  the  property  at  no  cost  to  the 
Town;  3)  Designation  of  an  appropriate  nonprofit  corporation  to  hold  a 
conservation  easement  guaranteeing  public  recreational  access  and 
protection  of  natural  resources  in  perpetuity  on  the  property  and  the  Town 
to  hold  title  by  warranty  deed.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  have  a  period 
of  five  years  fi"om  the  date  of  passage  of  this  warrant  article  to  complete  the 
transaction.  Unless  completed  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  five  year 
period,  the  authority  created  by  this  warrant  article  shall  expire.  The 
Board  of  Selectmen  are  specifically  authorized  and  directed  not  to 
proceed  with  the  issuance  of  the  bond  unless  the  above  conditions  are 
satisfied.  The  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation.  (2/3  vote 
required) 

19.  (BY  PETITION)  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,000)  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  Brookfield  roads  over  and  above  routine  mamtenance.

$26,040.96.  This  amount  is  not  included  in  the  following  reports  as  either 
revenues  or  expenditures.  Any  portions  of  those  liens  that  have  been  redeemed  is 
reflected  in  the  reports. 

Once  again  the  Town  did  not  need  to  borrow  any  money  in  anticipation  of 
taxes.  This  continues  to  be  a  great  saving  to  the  Town  in  interest  payments  and  to 
me  and  the  Selectmen  in  the  form  of  paperwork. 

As  approved  at  last  year's  Town  Meeting,  the  town  did  borrow  $100,000  for 
payment  for  Brookfield's  portion  of  the  Wakefield  Public  Safety  Building. 

Reminder:  there  will  be  a  $25.00  fee  charged  for  any  check  returned  by  the 
bank  for  insufficient  funds.  Payment  of  the  fee  and  the  check  must  be  made  in  cash 
or  by  certified  check  or  money  order.

We  ALL  must  become  more  involved  in  the  various  aspects  of  the 
community:  run  for  office,  volunteer  for  a  board  or  commission,  join  the  Bloomers, 
fire  dept.,  road  side  clean  up  committee  etc.,  or  even  adopt  a  graveyard.  If  nothing 
else,  come  to  a  selectmen's  meeting  or  stop  at  the  town  house  on  a  Saturday  morning 
for  a  cup  of  coffee.    Become  involved! 

ROADS 

The  winter  of  2001  was  certainly  one  to  be  remembered.  The  record  amount 
of  snow  proved  to  be  a  challenge  for  homeowners  and  the  road  crew  alike.  The 
selectmen  appreciate  all  the  hard  work  done  by  Cy  and  his  crew  as  well  as  the 
patience  and  understandmg  of  the  residents. 

Ernie  Brown  has  graciously  agreed  to  head  a  task  force  to  address  the  how, 
when  and  where  questions  regarding  our  roads.  We  look  forward  to  hearing  his 
committee's  recommendations. 

TOWN  HALL  &  TOWN  OFFICE  BUILDING 

Improvements  continue  in  and  around  both  buildings.  Fencmg,  lighting, 
roofing  and  painting  have  all  been  areas  that  have  been  addressed.  Anne  &  Jim 
Martin  have  prepared  an  extensive  competitive  grant  to  address  the  issue  of  the 
foundation  under  the  town  hall  and  schoolhouse.  Their  hard  work  has  been 
appreciated  and  we  all  await  the  outcome. 

TOWN  MEETINGS 

Do  we  have  a  leash  law?  Which  roads  were  classified  -  "scenic  roads"? 
Unless  one  has  an  excellent  memory  or  record  the  results  of  votes  in  town  reports, 
you  may  never  know  unless,  of  course,  you  are  willing  to  pour  through  the  "official" 
records  kept  by  our  town  clerk.  Based  on  a  request  from  the  planning  board,  the 
Selectmen  were  fortunate  to  find  a  volunteer  willing  and  ready  to  dive  into  this 
effort.  Bob  Russo  gleaned  the  "official  records"  for  this  information  and  compiled 
a  data  bank  that  covers  the  past  30  years.  Beginning  with  this  year,  the  results  of  the 
previous  year's  vote  will  be  recorded  in  the  town  report.  We  wish  to  thank  Bob  for 
all  the  work  he  put  into  this  project. 
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HEALTH  OFFICER 

Diana  Peckham  has  served  as  our  town  health  officer  for  many  years.  Based  on 
the  events  of  Sept.  1 1*  and  the  following  anthrax  scare,  it  quickly  became  evident 
that  situations  could  develop  that  would  necessitate  a  benefit  for  a  medical  doctor 
filling  that  position.  After  consulting  with  Diana,  and  in  conjunction  with  Dr. 
Marsh's  willingness  to  fill  that  position,  the  board  recommended  Dr.  Marsh  as  town 
Health  Officer.  We  are  appreciative  of  all  the  hard  work  Diana  has  done  and  thank 
Dr.  Marsh  for  agreeing  to  serve.

The  Brookfield  Bloomers  deserve  a  big  "thank  you"  for  all  the  hard  work  they 
have  put  into  keeping  the  grounds  around  our  building  looking  manicured  and 
cheerful. 

TOWN  SEAL 

Thanks  to  the  hard  work  of  Judy  Brenner,  the  town  seal  has  been  revised  and 
updated.  Judy  has  spent  many  hours  revising  the  design  and  researching 
professional  artisans  who  might  be  able  to  duplicate  this  seal  for  display  in  the  town 
office  building.  While  Judy  retains  the  rights  to  the  seal  design,  she  has  allowed  the 
town  to  use  it  for  official  purposes. 

RESIDENT  PARTICIPATION

Animal  Control 

Brookfield  has  gained  a  few  dogs  this  year  bringing  the  total  number  registered 
to  136.  All  dogs  are  up-to-date  on  their  rabies  shots. 

Verbal  or  written  warnings  have  been  given  to  a  few  owners  concerning  their 
dogs  running  at  large  or  barking.  Most  have  been  taken  care  of  without  any  further 
incident.  All  legal  actions  ended  with  the  dogs  moved  to  new  homes.  Calls  on  large 
farm  animals,  cows  and  horses,  were  resolved  within  a  few  minutes  with  the 
assistance  of  owners  and  neighbors  who  helped  round  up  straying  animals. 

Over  one  hundred  calls  were  responded  to  requiring  322.7  miles  traveled.  As 
usual,  any  calls  that  were  handled  while  on  duty  with  the  police  department  did  not 
incur  charges  to  the  town.  Owners  paid  for  all  dogs  taken  in  or  picked  up  for  running 
at  large. 

Owners  needing  rabies  vaccines  this  year  should  watch  for  the  clinic  date, 
which  will  be  announced  in  the  spring.  This  will  be  held  at  the  Police  Department 
with  Dr.  Flood  and  your  Brookfield- Wakefield  Animal  Control  Officer. 

Extra  time  is  being  spent  collecting  delmquent  licenses.  Paying  for  licenses  by 
April  30th  as  required  by  law  can  eliminate  this  added  expense. 

Licenses  are  due  by  April  30,  2002

In  March  Craig  installed  almost  100  feet  of  linear  archival  shelving  in  the  new 
vault.  Members  of  the  Archives  Advisory  Committee,  Carolyn  Chase,  Craig  Evans 
and  Harriett  Wilson,  contributed  a  total  of  approximately  1 00  hours  processing 
some  of  the  records  and  documents  that  make  up  the  town  archives.  Efforts  this  past 
year  focused  on  arranging  tax  records,  minutes  of  selectmens'  meetings  and  the 
town  reports.  Besides  arranging  these  recods  for  easier  retrieval,  all  documents 
have  been  placed  in  acid-free  storage  containers  to  minimize  deterioration  over  the 
years. 

Harriett  Wilson  continues  to  clip  news  items  from  local  newspapers  for 
inclusion  in  the  Brookfield  Scrapbook.  In  addition,  Craig  was  allowed  to 
photocopy  Brookfield  obituaries  and  news  stories  from  one  local  person's 
scrapbook  collection,  covering  the  1920- 1940s.  More  information  about  a 
graveyard  survey  conducted  in  the  1 940s  has  been  foimd  and  is  being  franscribed  by 
Craig  over  the  winter. 

The  weight  and  measure  set  of  pewter  tankards  and  brass  scales,  which  the 
town  bought  in  Portsmouth,  NH  in  the  1820s,  has  been  been  returned  to  the  tovm 
vault  after  being  stored  in  the  Wakefield-Brookfield  Historical  Society  since  the 
1 940s.  The  selectmen  expressed  their  gratitude  to  the  historical  society  for  this  safe 
storage  in  a  letter  to  the  society. 

With  the  approval  of  the  town  by  vote  at  town  meeting  last  March,  Volume 
Two  of  the  town  record  book  collection  will  be  conserved  at  the  Northeast 
Document  Conservation  Center.  That  volume  should  be  back  in  the  vault  in  late 
spring. 

Craig  has  continued  to  aid  a  research  scholar  who  has  written  a  book  about  a 
Brookfield  woman  author.  That  book  will  be  published  in  spring  2003.  Among 
other  documents,  Craig  was  able  to  produce  a  school  teacher's  receipt  with  the 
woman's  singature  from  1819,  which  will  be  included  in  the  publication.  Watch  for 
more  news  about  this  book  over  the  next  year. 

Craig  continues  his  involvement  in  the  New  Hampshire  Archives  Group.  He 
will  also  attend  a  training  session  this  spring  focused  on  arrangement  and  storage  of 
town  records.

In  addition  to  these  plots  the 
trustees  feel  that  there  is  an  area  in  the  existing  cemetery  that  may  be  appropriate  for 
the  internment  of  urns. 

For  2002  the  trustees  will  continue  to  explore  the  options  for  providing 
additional  cemetery  space  as  required  by  RSA  289:2.

Conservation  Commission 

We  have  remained  involved  in  the  dry  hydrant  installations,  completing  an 
installation  on  the  Week's  property  and  our  final  installation,  the  Ciccarone 
property  at  Avalon  Farm.  Six  geographically  dispersed  emergency  water  sources 
with  stainless  steel  filtration  screens  and  six-inch  hydrant  heads  are  now  in 
operation  in  Brookfield. 

Our  town  cleanup  day  took  place  on  May  5*  under  the  supervision  of  Lida 
Kaiser.  This  annual  event  will  continue  each  spring. 

Most  of  the  town's  graveyards  have  been  identified  and  studied,  with  the  results 
being  sent  to  the  cemetery  trustees. 

Moose  Mountains  Regional  Greenways,  a  local  non-profit  group  whose 
membership  includes  the  conservation  commissions  of  six  local  towns,  has 
embarked  upon  a  wetlands  survey  of  each  tovm  studying  the  ten  most  important 
wetlands  in  the  towns.  This  is  funded  by  the  StateBrookfield  will  be  completed  by 
late  spring.  The  results  of  these  surveys  will  be  handed  over  to  each  conservation 
commission  to  assist  in  maintaining  a  required  wetland  index. 

The  commission  meets  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month.

Emergency  Management 

2001  started  off  as  a  quiet  year  in  reference  to  any  natural  disasters  or 
emergencies;  activities  were  limited  to  administrative  issues.  This  all  changed  with 
the  events  of  September  11.  As  a  result  of  these  events  a  co-operative 
communications  group  was  set  up  by  Huggins  Hospital  as  they  are  our  primary 
health  care  facility,  and  there  were  numerous  information  and  training  meetings 
around  the  state.  Many  residents  inquired  how  to  prepare  themselves  for  a  terrorist 
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attack.  The  best  way  to  prepare  for  a  terrorist  type  emergency  is  the  same  as  you 
would  prepare  for  any  emergency.  Preparation  should  include:  a  supply  of  canned 
food,  flashlights,  propane  lanterns,  a  supply  of  drinking  water,  dry  firewood,  and 
food  for  any  pets  or  livestock.  A  generator  would  be  helpful  for  heat,  lighting, 
keeping  the  refrigerator  cold,  and  a  variety  of  other  needs.  Communication  is 
important  in  any  situation,  keep  in  touch  with  your  neighbors  to  share  news  and 
ensure  safety.

Fire-Ambulance  Department 


In  the  year  2001,  the  department  has  gained  two  much  needed  pieces  of 
apparatus.  The  first  is  a  4-wheel  drive  pumper/tanker  combination  that  replaces  the 
1952  army  6-wheel  drive  tanker.  It  has  state  of  the  art  pump  and  roll  capabilities 
which  enable  us  to  access  brush  fires  easier  and  to  put  foam  and  water  on  the  fire 
faster  than  with  the  old  truck.  It  also  has  a  nozzle  on  the  front  bumper  that  can  be 
operated  from  inside  the  cab. 

The  second  new  truck  is  a  rescue/utility  combination  which  more  than  doubles 
the  room  that  was  available  to  us  in  the  old  utility  truck.  The  new  truck  is  also 
equipped  with  a  filling  station  for  the  self  contained  air  breathing  packs  we  need  to 
wear  to  go  into  any  hazardous  environment,  which  includes  all  types  of  fires.  New 
rescue  tools  were  ordered  with  the  truck  to  update  our  cutting  capability  at  motor 
vehicle  accidents. 

At  the  end  of  our  first  year  in  the  new  station,  we  again  want  to  thank  the  people 
of  Brookfield  and  Wakefield  for  your  continuing  support.  It  has  been  very 
gratifying  to  have  such  a  nice  building  to  work  in.  The  added  space  for  our 
apparatus  and  equipment  has  made  for  safer  and  more  comfortable  working 
conditions  for  our  fire  and  ambulance  crews. 

During  2001,  the  fire  department  and  fire  department  ambulance  have  again 
seen  increases  in  the  demand  for  our  services.  The  ambulance  has  responded  to  a 
total  of  398  calls,  more  than  one  a  day,  and  has  logged  1 1,276.5  miles;  that  is  almost 
3,000  miles  more  than  last  year.

Neighboring  communities  requested  mutual  aid  from  Wakefield  Ambulance 
on  22  calls.  Wakefield  requested  mutual  aid  from  our  neighboring  communities  on 
54  calls.  Some  of  the  requests  for  assistance  to  Wakefield  were  when  the  ambulance 
was  afready  out  on  another  call,  some  were  for  multiple  patient  motor  vehicle 
accidents,  some  for  paramedic  level  assistance  and  some  for  a  transport  ambulance 
when  there  were  not  enough  EMS  volunteers  available  to  make  up  a  frill  crew. 

Fire  emergencies  totaled  236  in  200 1 ,  an  increase  of  1 7%.  The  month  with  the 
greatest  number  of  calls  was  July  with  32;  the  month  with  the  fewest  number  of  calls 
was  November  with  12.  The  average  number  of  emergency  calls  each  month  was 
just  below  20.  Wakefield  Fire  requested  mutual  aid  assistance  on  34  calls,  mainly 
for  structure  fires  or  motor  vehicle  accidents.  Mutual  aid  assistance  was  requested 
from  Wakefield  on  38  calls.  Again  this  year  we  have  seen  an  increase  in  motor 
vehicle  accident  for  the  fire  department,  from  65  in  2000  to  78  in  2001. 
The  breakdown  of  fire  calls  for  this  year  is  as  follows:

The  fire  roster  for  200 1  consisted  of  33  members.  1 0  are  Career  Level  certified, 
6  are  Firefighter  Level  1  certified,  1  is  Firefighter  Level  2  certified,  and  23  are 
certified  in  Self-contained  Breathing  Apparatus  use.  Ahnost  all  of  both  firefighter 
and  EMS  personnel  are  certified  in  motor  vehicle  extrication/rescue  and  the 
majority  of  both  have  Hazardous  Materials  and  Incident  /Command  System 
training.  The  EMS  roster  consisted  of  6  Emergency  Medical  Technician  - 
Intermediates,  2  EMT  -  Basics,  and  4  medically  frained  First  Responders. 

The  department  was  fortunate  in  being  able  to  take  part  in  a  promotional 
program  with  the  Kawasaki  Company  this  year.  This  entitled  us  to  have  the  loan  of 
a  Jet  Ski  Water  Craft  and  trailer  for  water  rescue  capability  through  the  summer  and 
fall  at  no  cost  to  the  town.  This  will  be  an  ongoing  program  between  the  Wakefield 
Fire  Department,  Kawasaki  and  Rochester  Motor  Sports  each  year  and  will  be  a 
valuable  asset  to  our  community. 

The  Wakefield  Fire  and  Ambulance  Department  is  continually  upgrading  our 
capabilities  and  are  asking  for  your  help  again  this  year  with  the  replacement  of  the 
Forestry  truck  in  East  Wakefield.  This  truck  is  a  1954  vehicle  and  can  no  longer 
pass  inspection,  it  is  not  roadworthy.  We  will  be  replacing  it  with  a  2002  F-550  Ford 
with  a  utility  body  and  a  250  gallon  skid  unit. 

Unfortunately,  this  year  was  another  tragic  year  on  our  section  of  the  highway. 
1  would  like  to  thank  the  townspeople,  the  selectmen  and  town  administrator  for 
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their  support  throughout  these  very  difficult  times. 

I  would  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  Gordon  Hollis  and  the 
Sanbomville  Fireman's  Association  for  their  continued  support  and  fiind  raising 
efforts  on  behalf  of  the  fire  department.  The  are  currently  sponsoring  a  drive  to  raise 
funds  for  the  purchase  of  a  Thermal  Imaging  Camera.  This  camera  would  be  used 
for  search  and  rescue  in  a  smoke  filled  building  and  to  assist  in  the  determination  of 
possible  extension  of  fire  mto  the  ceiling  or  wall  partitions. 

We  are  always  looking  for  energetic,  hard-working  individuals  who  are 
interested  in  serving  our  community  by  helping  out  on  the  fire  department  and/or  the 
ambulance.  We  will  provide  the  training.  If  you  are  interested  or  have  any 
questions,  please  contact  any  fire/ambulance  member.

We,  as  a  town,  had  a  very  light  year  when  it  comes  to  fires.  We  had  no  major 
fires,  and  one  illegal  bum.  This  past  summer  has  been  very  dry.  Due  to  good 
vigilance  of  fire  patrols,  fire  towers  and  watchmen,  the  fires  that  did  occur  were 
quickly  spotted  and  put  out  before  they  got  out  of  hand  and  caused  major  property 
loss. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  selectmen  for  their  cooperation  and  also  the  citizens 
of  Brookfield  for  making  our  forestry  unit  a  reality.  Not  to  be  forgotten,  thanks  to 
my  deputy  wardens  for  their  efforts  in  making  this  a  safe  fire  season.  Special 
mention  to  Brad  Williamson  for  his  help  in  building  the  forestry  unit,  putting  it 
together  and  getting  it  in  service.  Thanks  also  to  Cy  Moody  for  his  help  in  getting 
a  new  dirt  floor  in  the  shed  where  the  forestry  truck  is  housed. 

In  closing,  I  would  like  to  say  that  we  as  a  town  can  never  be  too  careful  when 
it  comes  to  fire.  We  all  have  to  keep  that  in  mind  throughout  the  year.  Next  year  will 
be  no  different.  To  coin  a  phrase  from  Smokey,  "Only  YOU  can  prevent  forest 
fires."

The  Planning  Board  continued  its  primary  charter  of  being  the  principal  land 
use  policy  body  for  the  town  of  Brookfield.  During  2001  the  Board  held  public 
hearings  and,  as  a  result,  updated  the  1 990  Master  Plan.

Police  Department 

Three  home  burglaries  were  reported  in  Brookfield  this  year.  As  I  write  this 
a  suspect  is  in  county  jail  awaiting  trial  in  connection  with  two  of  them  and  an 
arrest  warrant  has  been  issued  for  a  suspect  in  connection  with  the  other.  These 
cases  were  solved  as  a  resuh  of  good  investigative  work  by  our  officers  together 
with  help  from  area  citizens  and  cooperation  with  other  agencies.  One  of  these 
cases  would  not  nnhave  been  solved  without  citizen  participation.  You  are  our 
eyes  and  ears.  Please  don't  hesitate  to  call  if  you  see  something  you  think  is 
suspicious  or  unusual.A  recent  speed  survey  conducted  on  Wentworth  Road 
revealed  the  average  vehicle  speed  to  be  43  MPH.  85%  of  the  motorists  traveled 
below  48  MPH.  The  remaining  1 5%  traveled  between  48  and  6 1  MPH,  with  one 
vehicle  traveling  65  MPH.  The  speed  limit  on  Wentworth  Road  is  40  MPH  and 
all  drivers  are  urged  to  abide  by  the  speed  limit.

Adoption  means  mowing  once  a  year  and  removing  fallen  branches  and  other 
debris.  Adoption  will  allow  these  small  funds  to  grow  by  retention  of  interest 
earned.
